ST T.OLTS, July 2:!.—The Populist and 


Silvor conventions were lanm-hed, but 
neither uuide ranch headway. The pro- 
gramme of the Sliver convention in 
eluded simply the adoption of a IB to 1 
platform and th« nomination of Brvan 
laid sewall. bet those in charge of it 
deemed it a good policy to go slowly, ii> 
the hope that they might be able to ei- 
'ercise an iufinence in shaping things in 
the Populist convention. 


To this end they appointed a commit- 


tee of seven, headed by Judge Scott of 
California, to meet -with a similar com- 
mittee from the Populists, for the pur- 
pose of reaching a common plan of ac- 
tion. 


The aati-Bryau Populists believe that 


all outside influences which are being 
brought to bear upon them to induce 
them to accept the nominees of the 
Democratic convention are part of the 
same plot to drive their party into the 
"Democratic trap,'' and destroy and 
annihilate its identity. They are deaf 
to suggestions. 


The future has no terrors for '-the 


middle-of-the-road" men is their reply 
to every argument. They have con- 
vinced 
themselves that if they go 


marching on ia four years more the 
two old parties will be shattered, dis- 
rupted and discredited and they will 
come "into their own."

A single 
glance showd that they represented 
the, common people—a term in which 
they glory^-that they came from thej 
farm, the mine, the workshop and the

Th 
band stationed above the speaker's stanc 
kept up a continuous fusilade of popu 
lar airs, but not one of them wrung 
round of applause fro:n the delegates 
The first thing to wake thf-in from their 
lethargy was the action of an assistan 
sergeant-at-arms, when he hung a por 
trait of Lincoln over one of the fron 
galleries. The delegates applauded am 
some one shouted for three cheers 
which were given. The ico being thus 
broken they began to be jmore demon 
strntive and cheered the band's reudi 
tiou of "Columbia, Gem of the Ocean.

Chairman 
Tanbeneck 


stepped to the front of the platform to 
call the convention to order. At sight 
of him the Illinois delegation, which sat 
immediately below the platform .rose up 
and cheered. Mr. Tanbeueck is a large, 
liandhOiue man, with a heavy brown 
mustache and rather a pallid complex- 
ion. Quint came with the first rap oi 
the gavel. 


Mr. Taubeneck's IB to 1 gavel again 


descended upon the conclusion of prayer. 
There was some surprise^ when the 
chairman introduced Governor Stone ol 
Missouri, but whateverjapprehensions 
might have been raised were speedily 
removed by the announcement that the 
govi-ruor was merely expected to mate 
a welcoming address. Mr. Stone did 
not speak at great length. His welcome 
was most cor.iial and was couched in 
choice words. 


Ignatius Donnelly of Minnesota re- 


sponded to Governor Stone's speecli 
His appearance roused the middle-of- 
the-road element to a burst of enthusi 
asm. 


Mrs. Mary Ellen Lease of Kansas got 


a demonstration as she ascended the 
stage just before Chairman Taubeneck 
introduced Senator Bntler as temporary 
chairman. 


The Democratic partv at Chicago was 


driven to the alternative of siding with 
gold or the people. They were so fright- 
ened that, hi their desperation, they 
finally committed grand «nd petty lar- 
ceny. "Thoy stole our platform and 
tried to steal into our party,'' [This 
statement set the convention wild.] 


"The financial question." he con- 


tinued, "had been as much an isgne 
since 1873 as it was today, bnt it re- 
mained for the People's party to force 
this issue to the front."'

TO PROTECT GOLD. "" 


Kew Tork Banker* Replenish Gold—For 


eljTB Shippers Will Cea>«. 


NEW YORK, July 23.—The couimcr 


cial balance of trade is in our favor, suit 
but for the result of the prevailing 
gloomy sentiment the movement o 
gold should be toward instead of agaius 
the United States. 


The domiuent pressing influences 


have been the steady exports of the 
metal and the consequent rapid process 
depletion of the government's gold re 
serve. On July II the free gold held 
amounted to $!00,293,6S'8. These figures 
were reduced Wednesday by withdraw- 
als of gold amounting to $i,;-)7o.0i>0, in- 
cluding $2,000,000 for export, bringing 
the total down to $57,^505,180. The de- 
crease in the i ] days amounted to near- 
ly $!,1,000,000. 


President Frederick P. Tappeii, who 


is the chairman of the clearing house 
committee of the Xew York banks, 
labored among his brother bankers with 
a view to securing pledges to protect 
the treasury gold reserve by placing at 
the disposition of the government a 
substantial part of their holdings of 
gold in exchange for legal tender notes 
and succeeded in obtaining offers aggre- 
gating about $13.000,000. Conditional 
offers of about §5.000,000 have been re- 
ceived from other New York, Boston 
and Philadelphia banks. 


A complete change in tho financial 


temper took place when it became 
kno ,vn that J. P. Morgan had called a 
conference of the groat foreign banking 
iiuut,.ai with a view to concerted action 
to prevent exports of gold within the 
next 60 days. The meeting was attend- 
ed by representatives of all the leading 
international banking houses. There 
were also present John A. McCall of 
the New York Life Insurance company, 
W. H. Grossman, Mr. PHney Fist of 
Harvey Fisk's Sons, tho representative 
jtovornmect bond house, and other 
financiers;. 


The conference lasted about an hour 


and after adjournment it was an- 
nounced that an agreement had been 
outlined and a committee appointed to 
elaborate the details of plan of protec- 
tion of the treasury gold reserve. The 
committee consists of J. P. Morgan, 
chairman: John Brosby Brown. A. 
_iuttzen of August Belrnont & Com- 
pany, Jacob H. Schiff of Kuhn, Loeb & 
Company, W. Salomon of Spever & 
Company, H. Ickelheimer of Heidel- 
>ach, Ickslheirner & Company, and E. 
tfayer of Lazard Freres. 


The deposit ol gold at the subtrees- 
ury by the New York banks on ex- 
change for legal tenders were $7,500,000. 


Gold From the Interior. 


PHILADELPHIA. July 28.—Inquiries 


were received from a number of banks 
u the states as to whether the sub- 
reasury would pay the expressage on 
gold coin to this city. They were m- 
ormed, by the officials here that the 
harges both ways would be paid. This 
iiquiry, it is believed, foreshadows 


te a movement of the vellow metal 


rom the interior. The "Philadelphia 
anks have raised $1,000,000 to restore 
he gold reserve.

lowing article in a recent edition of 
the Buffalo Times is so convincing 
that we reproduce it In full. Ihe 
article says. 


It is not overproduction but finan- 


cial legislation that has caused low 
prices. 
In order to prove this assertion we 


will tale that staple article of com- 
merce, wheat, ani show that the 
change in the price of that article 
has been caused by the legislation 
wnich has changed the unit of value 
of the dollar rather than by over- 
productun. The average cash price 
of wheat in Chicago for 1867 was 
tl 50 per bushel. 5Tow, as all the 
business of this country for that year 
was carried on upon a greenback 
basis and as it took on an average 
for that year of 81 80 worth of green- 
backs to get a coin dollar either of 
gold or silver, it will be readily un- 
derstood that the average price dur- 
ing that period in gold and silver was 
81.00 per bushel as compared witli 
81 SO in greenbacks. The 
average 


yearly price of wheat steadily sank 
from 1867 to 1879 when we resumed 
specie paymeat, the average price 
for that year being $1.01 per buthei. 
It will oe seen that the fall of wheat 
daring the 12 years from 1867 to 1879 
aad been nearly 80 cents per oushel. 
This fall had been caused by the re 
sumption act and the retiring of the 
greenback, or by the change from a 
cheap dollar in 1867 to the coin dol- 
lar in 1878 
The average price of 


wheat in coin for 1867, it will be re 
membered, was *l 80 per bushel, 
the 
average 
price 
in 1879 in 


coin was $1.01, so any one can see 
that the fall of wheat during the 12 
years of nearly 80 cents per bushel 
was not caused by overproduction 
but by the change in the unit of 
measure in the dollar from 
the 


greenback 
of 1867 to the 
coin 


dollar in 1879. Further proof of this 
is obtained by comparison of the 
English, price of wheat. 


"We find that during the ten years 


from 1867 to 1877 the price of wheat 
had varied only a tew ceuts per 
bushel, and that it was practically 
the same during the entire pencd 


The demonetizing of silver had 


been accomplished in 1873, but as 
silver was at a premium over gold at 
that time little silver was offered for 
coinage, and fche effect at first was 
not observed but gold v»s steadily 
rising ID value, not only in this 
country, but in all tbe countries 
where gold was the standard of 
value, acd as gold increased in valus, 
so wheat, farm laoda, silver bullion, 
cotton, etc, fell in price 
The 


average price of wheat for 1892 was 
79 1 8 cents, a fall of 21 cents per 
bushel since 1879. 
The price of 


wheat, farm lands, silver bullion, 
cotton and other products had fallen 
almost in the same proportion. 


But the culminating act of the 


great financial drama was drawing to 
a close; this country had since 1878 
been coining silver on a scale of about 
850,000,000 annually. The capital- 
ists of the world saw that if tms was 
continued they could not advance the 
price of gold as they would like. So 
in 1893 all the bankers, capitalists, 
and shylocks petitioued Congress to 


poorer. 


Gold Bclnc Hoarded.

This legislation which has raised 


the intrinsic value of the dollar has 
caused a large share of the broken 
fortunes, and is the prime cause of 
all the business depression and of 
the paralysis of our industries. It 
has on the other hand built up the 
giant fortunes of the money lenders 
It has driven tbe small dealer and 
small manufacturer from business 
and allowed the building up of tbe 
gigantic trusts and monopolies which 
now control the business of the 
country. We will now make a com 
parison of the bullion yalue of the 
silver in a standard dollar with the 
price of wheat for the various periods 
we have mentioned. It will be re- 
membered that a silver dollar bought 
a bushel of wheat in IS57; also when 
specie payment was resumed also 
the piice of *ilver oullion in a dollar 
was about 78 ceats and the average 
price of wheat in 1S92 was 79 cents, 
that wheat had raileo to 57, cents in 
1894 and the silvpr hu.lion la a dol- 
lar had fallen in ?.4 c=ntc 


It cannot be denied i Uat wheat 


farm lands, silver bul.ion, cotion 
and, in fact, all other commodities 
bave fallen just in proportion as tbe 
dollar, the unit of value, has been 
•'cornered! and advanced in price 


It has been shown tbat silver has 


kept much nearer the value of al 
commodities in this country than 
gold; so it would seem that a return 
to its coinage would re establish val 
ues in this country better than the? 
could be established in any other 
way.

In Germany the first Gartenbanschule 


Pur .Frauen was opened byPranlein Dr. 
Castner at IJriedenau, near Berlin, on 
Oct. 1, 1894. The first class of seven 
members -will be graduated from that 
institution next fall, when one of the 
graduates will enter as teacher a similar 
school recently established at Riga, in 
Livonia. 


On Oct -I nest the second institution 


of the kind in Germany will be. opened 
on the estate of the Baroness von Barth- 
Harmating, near Plaueu, in'' Saxony. 
The courses of study, extending over 
two or three years, include not only the 
most varied branches of gardening and 
horticulture, but also such scientific and 
commercial instruction as is needed for 
the successful pursuit of the business. 
Two students of the first named school 
have already established* themselves on 
rented land and proved the profitable- 
ness of the occupation. It is also said 
that there is a demand for thoroughly 
trained female horticulturists as super- 
intendents of the gardens on large es- 
tates. The fact that these new institu- 
tions are intended for women is empha- 
sized. In January last a society for the 
promotion of the support of women by 
means of fruit culture and gardening 
was farmed, of which Fraulein Anna 
Blum of Spandau is secretary.

Miss 
Alf ard is a nurse in Kimberley, South 
Africa, and was sent to attend a case of 
pneumonia in Bechuanalaud. When she 
arrived there she found herself in the 
midst of a smallpox epidemic. She bad 
no one to help her, but was not dis- 
mayed. She immediately started a hos- 
pital on a rude plan and nursed, unaided, 
300 native and 20 white patients, losing 
out of ^ that large number only one 
woman and two children, a record of 
which many physicians with all mod- 
ern conveniences and a corps of trained 
assistants would be proud.

Edward Eiuwistle was born in 


l$35at Tilsey's Banks, Lancashire. 
England. At ilio age of 11 Lo was 
uppremiced to ibe Duke of Bridge- 
water, who had largo machine shops 
»t Manchester, 11 miles from the 
lad's birthplace and homa 
The 


first railroad for general passenger 
and freight hnsiuess was completed 
in lt>31, between i-bHchester and 
Liverpool, a distance of 31 miles. 
The Rocket, tho first locomotive, or 
passenger engine, was built under 
the direction and according to the 
plans of George StephensoB in the 
works whore young Entwistle was 
serving an apprenticeship. He was 
to bo an engineer, and he closely 
watched the -work. 


When the road was built and the 


engine completed, Stephenson looked 
about for a man to run the engine. 
The foreman of the shops was con- 
sulted, and after a day or two re- 
ported that ho had no man to recom- 
mend, but that if Stophenson would 
take the young apprentice, Entwis- 
tle, tho foreman would recommend 
the lad. The duke's steward was 
applied to and gave written permis- 
sion for Entwistle to go with Ste- 
phenson. When he was notified, after 
all these arrangements had been 
made, it was the first intimation 
Entwistle had that he was to be 
placed in the service. He did not 
flinch from it, but rather enjoyed 
the opportunity. 


The formal opening of the road 


was to take place on Monday, and 
on Sunday , young Entwistle and 
Stephenson took the Rocket out for 
a private trial trip. They ran over 
about one-half o£ the track of the 
road alone. All worked well, and 
they had no fear as to the final re- 
sult. On the day of the formal open- 
ing of the road immense crowds 
gathered, not only at Manchester 
and Liverpool, but all along the 31 
miles of track. Tho Dnke of Wel- 
lington, many other distinguished 
noblemen, members of the cabinet 
and stockholders in the new road 
were present. 


The passenger coaches were built 


in compartments, somewhat similar 
to the stagecoaches of those days, 
and three of them were attached to 
the Rocket. They were filled with 
distinguished persons, stockholders 
and their personal friends. 


Stephenson and young Entwistle 


took charge of the engine, and a 
successful start was made toward 
Liverpool amid the cheers of the 
thousands of observers of the new 
wonder. All was well until the 
train was approaching Grand Junc- 
tion, from where a branch road was 
building to Bolton. 
Close to that 


point a terrible accident happened. 
Among the distinguished passengers 
was Mr. Huskisson, a member of 
the cabinet, a stockholder and pro- 
moter of the new road. While bow- 
ing in response to the cheers of the 
multitude he in some manner slip- 
ped and fell and -was run . over and 
killed by the coach following. The 
body was taken up and carried to 
Liverpool in the train. 


The first trip had been successful- 


ly made. After an ovation the train 
returned to Manchester with Ed- 
ward Entwistle 's hand upon the 
t-brottle. The railway for the trans- 
portation of freight and passengers 
by steam power had become a fixed 
and demonstrated fact. 


The line being opened for general 


traffic, young Entwistle was given 
charge of the Eocket and for two 
years made two round trips every 
day between Liverpool and Man- 
chester — one in the forenoon, the 
other in the afternoon. 
The work 


so wore on the youtli that he asked 
to be relieved, having grown nerv- 
ous and unwell. Stephenson at first 
said that Entwistle was but an ap- 
prentice and would have to stay 
anyway, but Eutwistle promptly re- 
plied that he had not been appren- 
ticed to run a locomotive. Through 
the efforts of Stephenson he was se- 
cured a place as second engineer on 
one of the coasting steamers of the 
Duke of Bridgewater. On that ves- 
sel he completed the last three of 
his seven years' apprenticeship and 
remained one year thereafter. 


Then, being 22 years of age, he 


determined to come to the United 
States. He landed in New Ycrk in 
1S37. — Chicago Record. .

The island was at one time the prop- 


erty of the Mongin family, who eettled 
it about 1T50, and np to the beginning 
of the late war it was divided into sev- 
eral plantations and had a population, 
in addition to the planters' families, of 
about 1,500 slaves. Several places on 
the island are still owned by the de- 
scendants of the Mongins, Bloody Point 
by Mr Mongin Stoddard and Melrose 
by Mr. Alfred H. Stoddard. 
"The following story of Dawfnskie is- 
land appeared in The Morning Kews of 
June 24, 1878, and is all of its early 
history that can be found: 


"The massacre of Bloody Point, 


though previous to the Revolutionary 
war, is still interesting as relating to 
the ancient history of St. Luke. The 
islands of Port Royal and St Helena 
were pretty thickly settled with white 
population when Hilton Head, Dow 
Dusky, Pinckney and the other neigh- 
boring islands were held in possession 
bv a few isolated Indians or were alto- 
gether uninhabited. They formed a kind 
of neutral ground between the white 
and red men. The Indians from Georgia 
were iu the habit of ranking frequent 
inroads upon the white settlements, 


In the first class the collectors travel

—for, like everything else, freaks have 
their price—he can get something for 
little money that will serve his purpose. 


"The real, genniue live freaks always 


command high prices and travel all 
over the world in order to exhibit them- 
selves. Most of them have regular routes 
mapped out by their advance agents, 
just like theatrical companies, and as 
they only appear at a place at long in- 
tervals they never get stule, and some- 
times make bigger hits on their second 
or third appearance than on their first."

When to Handle

o'clock m. the better. Bees should not

The whites approached cau- 
tiously and stealthily, and, having got 
between the Indians and their boats, 
effectually cut off their retreat.

In 
rder that the secretary might not 
lecome overworked a delegate sug- 
gested that two assistants be ap™ 
ointed, and the chair appointed 
lesars. Grouse, of Findlay, and W. 
A Campbell, of Lima, to aid him. 


Mr. Cable accepted the unexpected 


honor with becoming humility and 
complacency. - He assumed the gaval 
and did not undertake to make a 
ipeech. He thanked the delegates 
lor the honor they had conferred 
upon him, and as a citizen, welcomed 
the delegates to our city. He paid
